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Arabic knowledge of crystal lenses, again, is founded on that of 
classical authors, and mainly linked with the uamn of Dioseuridoe. 
In tlu Arabic versiou of Hie Materia Medics of this lireek author, 
compiled by Jbu ol-Baiiar (1197—1248), ire find it stated that rock- 
crystal struck by hardened iron yields abundant sparks; 1 that a piece 
of black linen subjected to the rajs emitted by this stone, whan it 
is exposed to solar light, will be ignited and consumed: and that it 
may be employed in lhi* manner in order to obtain fire . 1 The Arabic 
hipularium of the ninth century, traditionally but wrongly aacribcd 
to AriNtolle, mentions the sparks of crystal in the some maimer, hut 
omits the reference to louses, which, howerer, occurs in the Hebrew 
and Latin translations of the same work.* Quzwiai, the Arabic 
encyclopedist of the thirteenth century (1203—83), observes. “If 
rock-crystal ia placed apposite tho suu, aud if a black rag or a flake 
nf cotton is brought near it, the latter will culch fire, and object, 
may be lighted with such fire. There ia still /mother kind ol rock- 
crystal, lean pure than the former, lint harder: whoever btlmbU it, 
takes it fur salt.

I apprehend that the assigning to the ancient Chines of liurniug- 
lenfles belong* to this category of modem myths based on ma¬ 
in terpm tat ion of terms- Biot, 1 BciliKoau, * Hutu, 4 and Cjuvisst- * 
bars dearly shown that the tire-apparatus spoken of in the CAou ti 
was a metal mirror, ami the Chiu esc commentators claim no mors 
for it; even Forke cites their opinion, yet mechanically clings to 
liis idea of burniog-glasses.

And if the molten stouts of Wn:ig Oh'flug, 
in I’orkiA opinion, uve glass, the molten colored stones of Nfl-kua 
would tie t=ti tilled to the same consideration; uud thu# the baffling 
result would be attained that not only bu ming-gL but also glass 
in general, are truly Chinese inventions, the Inu-r going bock to 
the dim past of prehistoric ages.

It is therefore evident 
bey(ioil mil that the postage concerning the lire-appnrot.us, where 
the fusing of lire stunts is mentioned, likewise iinplica a literary 
allusion te the legend, and refer* to exactly the same affair. 

If glass tu not involved (nor can it lie intended) iu the N'ii-kim legend; 
it cannot, accordingly, be sought for either, as alleged by Forte, 
in this passage of Wang Ch'upg. 

The question now nautili us to lw> answered. Why does Wang Ob'ung 
bring stones on the tapis to describe an instrument which, judging 
from nil other Chinosn records, was a metal mirror? W e know that 
the ancient Chinese possessed mirrors of alone.

ASBESTOS AND SALAMANDER. 

AS ESSAY IN CmSESK ASH HELLENIST!<’ FOLK LORE.

It a ruy object, not to write a history of asbestos and ita 
application with reference to human culture, but to unravel llio 
curious tradition* * entertained by the Chines* regarding thin mar¬ 
vellous production of nature, and to lot relate their jiotiuuy of it 
with the corresponding t bo tights of tilts ancients, the Syrians and 
Arabs, and of uiediuarnl Europe. Without due cotuideratioii of tb« 
Wustern Folk-lore, the Ctiin»>- iraditiuns, tbe elements of which are 
thoroughly haiMid on Occidental ideas., would forever remain a sealed 
book. Wo are indebted to A. Wtu# 1 for a most scholarly study, 
Anbesto* in Ctdnn, which contains an alas Out complete array of 
Chinese sources relative to the subject; in fact, with oat hie energetic 
pioneer-labor, lho present investigation could not have been carried 
to the point to which it line dor alUioed, My obligations to him 
Tor his able research-work are acknowledged in each anti every case. 
The present elate of aefenee, however, ha# permitted me to go far 
beyond the remits which. Wylie was able to reach a generation ago. 
Wtlh 1 merely noted in the most general way that tin* account#

of the Chinese corroborate the statements of ancient classical writers, 
mniuty emphasizing the point that the Clbiaese, in the same manner 
ai-. the ancients, mention handkerchiefs or napkins woven from asbestos. 
Xo attempt, ho water, was made by him to explain all the curious 
lore that was lavishly accumulated on top of tin? subject. Here 
Wn.lt 1 marely offered the remark, "The speculations of native 
writers as to the material of which it was made will probably not 
he thought equally worthy of credit with tha bare recital of facta 
which came under their notice. In early times they appear not to 
have suspected that it was a mineral product, but hare cod tented 
the nisei res with applying to the animal and vegetable kingdoms 
respectively for a solution of the diffkuUy." From. the viewpoint 
of comparative folk-lore and Chinese relation* with the West, these 
speculative theories which partially take their root in Hellenism 
certainly present mast attractive material far study. Further, Wylie's 
representation of tha matter suffers from various defect*. It is not 
well arranged in chronological or nny other order, and the sources 
are not rifted critically. Moreover, as admitted by himself, be did 
not succeed in identifying most of the geographical terms to ha 
found ia the Chinese texts, ’ At present Uiis task is greatly 
facilitated, diielfy thunks to P. Polliot's learned res&ardiefl, which 
Ibrm the basis of many an important eonclusiou reached on the 
following pages. The geographical point of view is indispensable 
in thi* case, as only in this ninnuer is it possible to trace the routes 
over which ideas hare wandered. 

By ’’asbestos" wc understand tha fibrous varieties of tremolite, 
nctinolite. and other kinds of umpbiholo, the fibres of which are 
sometimes vary long, line, flexible, and easily Reparable by the tin gem,

or opaque globule, but io the nm*a some varieties hate been known 
to t&ihl the most in tense heat with out any visible effect*, Chfjsotila, 
however, if exposed for some time b lodgHMJnliuu&J heal, will lose 
sonic what of its tenacity and silkiness, and become rough and briltk, " 
The word ^besto*/' then, in its present loosely-defined significance, 
la rather a commercial than a minerslogical terra, and cover* at 
Itfaat fqur illatiiitri minerals, haring in common only a fibrous 
structure and tnora or less fire and arid proof properties. H wilt 
he well to keep this in mind* m it cannot he expected that the 
Greek, Human, Arabic, and Chinese writer*, In Lbrir account* of 
ntbe^tos, shonld have in their minds a uniform and iv ell-defined 
miueralogicul species,

That Found in the mountains of Arcadia La of an iron color, lie 
has tbs following notice regarding asbestine cloths -An invention 
has been ui»4u of a kiutl of material which cannot lw consumed 
by flames. It » styled 'live; and 1 have seen at banquet* table¬ 
cloth* made from it and burning over a lire. When the dirt wa# 
thus removed, they came forth from the Ore brighter than water 
would have cleaned them. Funeral garmout* arc made of Hub stuff 
for the kings to separate the ashes of the body irutn those of tho 
pyre. Tbia unbalance a found in the desert* of ludia scorched by 
the etui, where no mine foil, in the midst of deadly serpents, and 
thus becomes accustomed U> live ’ i® the blase. It is but rarely 
found, and difficult to weave owing to the shortness of its fibres. 
Its color is red by nature, and lwootues white only through the 
action of fire. When fonnd in its crude state, it equals the price 
of excellent pearls. In consequence of its natural properties it is 
called by tho Greeks ufvKwts. ’ Anaxilans 1 w responsible foi the 
statement that a tree enveloped by this linen is f«'M without the

The notes of tbe ancients urn very plain, but deficient in facte. 
They giro us the localitie# where asbestos was. (bum), statu the kind 
of products made from it, and {mint out its power of resistance to 
fire. We hear nothing, however, about the mode of mining the 
mineral, or preparing, spinning, and wearing its fibres, 1 Above all, 
it should lie borne in mind that no theory regarding the origin 
and nature of asbestos is handed down to us from classical an¬ 
tiquity. Pliny’s idea that its Bre-reslstiug quality U bred by the 
tropical sun of India, can hardly be regarded na such, and is no 
more than an nspresawu of his personal opinion, Serial author*, 
it is true, have ascribed to Pliny a belief in the vegetal origin of 
asbestos, but this is an unfounded assumption, Lt*™ * peremptority 
say# that Fltuy supposed asbestos to he a vegetable product. BostOck 
and RitiBV, " pointing to the word mappa, n* boldly assort that "be

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evidently considers wheat os te be a vegetable, and not a ns iaoraJ 
proiiuctioo." 1 Pliny indeed mutes uo statement whatever to the 
effect that asbestos is a plant or the product, of a tree, ns we bear, 
for instance, in China; neither is there any such testimony in aoy 
other classical source. Ou the contrary, all Ureek authors distinctly 
speak of nshestos as a mineral, Moreover, I'liny most positively 
regarded both asbestos acid amiautus as minerals j other wise he would 
not have listed them, ns we hare si en, in his book* mxvi and xxrrit, 
which are devoted to mineralogy. For this reason I am convinced 
that throughout classical antiquity asbestos was considered as nothing 
but a mineral substance. This is most strongly corroborated by the 
fuel that the ancients were familiar with at least three mines in 
their own dominion,— Caryitcu, Cyprus, nod Arcadia; and the people 
who mine asbestos are assuredly familiar with its true nature, ami 
cannot possibly believe in its vegetal provenience. Pliny has inserted 
his principal notice of asbestos in his book on textiles, because it 
was as a textile that the substance was chiefly utilized and known. 
Certainly this textile deserved the nuine “linen;' in fact, it could 
not have been termed anything else. We ourselves still speak of 
asbestos*doth, and entertain uo thought of a vegetable product tu 
this connection. There are vegetal, animal, and mineral llhres, and 
any material woven from these may W called cloth. The verb 
nGfr'ifitr ( a jt is born, it grows*'), used by Pliny, docs not allow of 
inferences, uuv more than the word liv-um, This term does not

1 A Syriac work nu ns Ural history of uncertain date, 
wrongly escribed U Aristotle, in which Syriac translations of the 
Homilies of Earn litis the Ursul mid the i^jmalogni urn) several 
other unknown hooka hnVe been ntilimd, makes a distinct allusion 
to an ^asbestos tree:'* “This tree is styled ‘The Constant One.'

Also a fir e-$ tore which is set in Games is e* tin gobbed and cools uffj 
likewise a bilking otcb and chimney is extinguished as soon os a piece 
of that tree is thrown into them.** 1 This notice is followed in the 
same work by the description of the saiamander, which, ha will bo 
noticed farther on, plays such a signal part in the mediieval legends 
of asbestos, I'he tree-asbestos was adopted also by the Arabic writer 
Abu Dulnf (below, p. 3211). It turns up also in China,

E*fti,T Ihpobtatiom of Asbestos ikto Cuisi.— The Chinese first 
became acquainted with asbestos through their t ratio with the Roman 
Orient, Indeed, the first authentic notices of u product from this 
mineral in the Anush refer to the territory of western Asia, The 
Wei Ho written by YS Uuon betweeu 239 and 2fi&. 5

There can lie no doubt that kbe Arabs (say, 
roughly, iu the tenth and eleventh rentnri« spTead the leguml to 
Europe by way of Hyxaoee and Spain. The bteune indicated by 
Yule remains, and it will b«> aeeu io tbs further diwnsamn that this 
gap in our knowledge u aptly filled bj the records of the Chinese.

The first two sorts of aabwtos established by Ko Hung, ami 
alleged to be of vegetal origin, are certainty imaginary: and how 
this matter came about will he fully dhcoased hereafter. Iiere the 
fact that concerns os is that Ko Hung is tha first Chinese w riter 
in whom the idea of the animal origin of *ri»nto9 has crysldlbsd. 
Certainly, bia "white rodent" is nothing hut the aalamafrder of the 
Western legend, whose wool furnishes asbestos. At first sight it is 
Striking, of counts, that Ko Hung’s notice far precedes in time any 
Western version of the legend; yet this am rationally lie explained. 
Two conjectures which might be mad- to get easily over this state 
of affaire would not prove before the fact-. We cannot assume that
